BAPTISM 


M. 8. LEMONS. 








“There is one body, and one 
Spirit, even as ye are called in 
one hope of your calling; 

One Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, 

One God and Father of all who 
is above all, and through all, and 
in you all.’’ Eph. 4:4—6. 

From what we have read from 
the pen of great writers and 
heard from the lips of great 
speakers, it seems that there 
must be quite a little confusion 
about this particular subject. 

Paul’s letter to the church at 
Ephesus in which he told them 
that there is one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, seems to confuse 
some because the inspired writer 
said ‘‘One.’”? Some say it is 
water baptism, others say it 1s 
the Holy Ghost baptism. It 
seems that they are so confused 
over the thought of ‘‘only one” 
baptism that it is difficult to 
ascertain which one. The Word 
does not say that there is ‘‘only 
one baptism,’’ but there is ‘tone 
baptism,” one for Jew and 
Gentile. One God for the same, 
having many requirements. 

It is clear to ne seen by the 
Bible student that there are five 
distinct baptisms mentioned in 
the New Testament, viz: Water 
baptism, that of John, (Matt. 3.) 
Second, the baptism of suffering 
—death of the body, death of 
the cross. ‘Third, the baptism 
into Christ, the death of the old 
man. After this resurrection is 
the ‘‘walk in newness of life.” 
Fourth, the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost which they received 
at Pentecost. Fifth, the baptism 
of oneness which never takes 
place until the members are well 
prepared. 


Baptism with water, or water 
baptism is mentioned many times 
in the Word. There are plenty 
of texts to prove the truthfulness 
of the fact. Most all Spirit-filled 
men and women believe it is the 
will of God for them to be bap- 
tized in water and by a man who 
is baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
{ will only quote enough Scrip- 
tures to prove the truthfulness 
of the fact. Mat. 3:1—7 says, 
‘In those days came John the 
Baptist preaching in the wilder- 
ness of Judea, and saying, Re- 
pent ye: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. yy Then 
cometh Jesus to Jordan unto 
John to be baptized of him and 
John forbade him, saying, I have 
need to be baptized of thee. , x « » 
And when he was baptized he 
came straightway up out of the 
water. At Mat. 28:19, 20, Jesus 
says, ‘‘Go ye therefore and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 
teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have said 
unto you.”? This 1s water bap- 
tism. 

‘Second, the baptism of suffer- 
ing Mat. 20:22,23 reads as fol- 
lows: _ Jesus answered and said, 
Ye know not what ye ask. Are 
ye able to drink of the cup that 
I shall drink of, and to be bap- 
tized with the baptism that I 
am baptized with? They say 
unto bim, we are able. And he 
saith unto them, Ye shall drink 
indeed of my cup, and be baptized 
with the baptism that I am bap- 
tized with: but to sit on my 
right hand and on my left is not 
mine to give, but it shall be 
given to them for whom itis pre- 
pared of my Father.” At Luke 
12:50, He says almost the same 
words—“‘But I have a baptism 
to be baptized with; and how 
am I straightened till it be ac- 
complished!’? These two Scrip- 
tures show plainly that Jesus is 
not talking about water, nor the 
Holy Ghost baptism. This was 
a prediction of the suffering of 
the body on the cross—the death 
of the apostles. It has been said 
that none of them died a 
natural death except John. 


Third, the baptism unto death. 





“Know ye not that so many of

Fourth, the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. ‘I indeed baptize 
you with water, but he that'| 
cometh after me is mightier than | 
I, he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost and fire.’’ Mat. 3:11. | 
“For John truly baptized with) 
water but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
dayshence.”’ Acts1:5. Noone! 
who has the experience questions | 
this baptism. 

But there is one more which 
some may doubt, namely, ‘‘one- 
ness’’ or ‘into one body.’”’ ‘For 
by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body whether we be 
bond or free; and have been all 
made to drink into one Spirit.’’ 
1 Cor.12:18. Many say that this is 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost but 
that covld not be so, for there 
are many whom we all know 
have the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost and we know, too, that 
they never have had the baptism 
of oneness. We are not all of 
‘one mind and one accord,” 
there must be something else 


done for us. 
In this same chapter Paul says, 
‘But now hath God set the 


members every one of them in 
the body as it hath pleased him. 
« « « » But now are they many 
members, yet but one body , x » » 
that there should be no schism 
in the hody but that the mem- 
bers should have the same care 
one for another. And whether 
one member suffer, all the mem- 
bers suffer with it, or one mem- 
ber be honored, all the members 
rejoice with it. Now ye are the 
body of Ohrist.’’ 


The parts of Adam’s body were 
made before they were joined 
together. The hairs of your 
head are numbered. 

Jesus is the head of the body. 
All of the members move at the 
impulse of His will. The church 
is the body of Christ. Many say 
that it is a spiritual body and 
that all Ohristians belong to it, 
but this is a great mistake. Je- 
sus was a literal man,had a tangi- 
ble body. He isthe head of this 
body of which Iam speaking. 
It truly would be an ideal picture 
to see a man with a literal head 
and a mystical or spiritual body. 
God made and perfected all the 
parts of the body before He 
joined them together; then after 
they were perfected they were 
baptized into one body. So with 
the church There are many 
who have been baptized with 
water and with the Holy Ghost, 
but have not as yet been bap- 
tized into the Ohurch of God. 

Not every member who is a 
member of the church with his 
name on the roll is a member of 
this body where they all have 
the same care one for another. 
Those who are of the same body 
are they who suffer when the 
other brother suffers, and _ re- 
joice when the other brother re- 
joices. They are the body of 
Ohrist. 

It is clear to be seen that not 
every Spirit-filled person rejoices 
or is sad when the people who 
are not of his belief have success 
or failure. The body of Ohrist 
has sympathy for the least of its 
members who have the least de- 
gree of suffering, and will go 
about to help in any way possible 
to relieve the same and is not 
satisfied until it is done. The 
Holy Ghost people are not that 
way ; some are of Paul and some 
of Apollos. They should all be 
of Ohrist---the one body.
